our  Author’s  own  Manner  of  treating  his  Subjudt. 

W?t  cannot  avoid  paying  a  proper  Attention  to  the  force- 
able  Argument  with  which  our  Author  introduces  his  Rea- 
fons  for  a  Change  of  Government ;  <viz.  That  “  Difputes 
“  have  arifen  in  all  Proprietary  Governments from  which 
I  apprehend  he  would  have  his  Readers  draw  this  Conclu¬ 
sion,  That  Difputes  are  peculiar  only  to  Proprietary  Govern¬ 
ments,  and  never  fubfift  in  thole  of  another  Form  ;  1  know 
of  no  other  Confequence ,  he  could,  confident  with  his 
Scheme,  defire  to  have  drawn  from  thofe  Premifes  ;  but  l 
muft  confefs  myfelf  wholly  unacquainted  with  his  Lcgick  : 
Events  prove  the  Contrary,  and  it  would  be  an  infult  on  the 
Underloading  of  Perfons  the  leaft  acquainted  with  the  Hif- 
tory  of  the  neighbouring  Governments,  to  attempt  to  point 
them  out. 

If  .this  be  the  Cafe,  his  Argument  proves  Nothing  ;  and 
of  Confequence  was  impertinent  to  his  Purpole ;  which  I 
think  will  very  eafily  be  made  appear  of  moft  of  the  others 
he  advances.  - 

It  is  very  ftrange  our  Author,  who  would  have  us  be¬

per  to  dignify  by  fuch  Honors,  as  it  has  conferred  on  our 
Proprietaries,  who  have  it  greatly  in  their  Power,  and  as 

^nc^natl0^s,  to  render  valuable  Services  to  the 
nhabitants  of  this  Province,  and  which  it  is  their  Inierefl  to 
we  fhould  at  this  Time  have  enjoyed  the  Bleffings  of 
Harmony  Concord,  which  our  invaluable  Charter  was  cal¬ 
culated  to  promote.  But  this  is  not  conMant  with  Repub- 
ican  Principles,  and  would  have  frustrated  the  Views  of 
vam  Men,  ever  aiming  at  popular  Applaufe.  How  difficult 
a  Matter  it  is  to  defend  a  bad  Caufe,  and  to  reconcile  Incon- 
mtences,  notwithlfanding  our  Author’s  Genius,  will  appear 
by  comparing  his  Declaration,  that  “  there  are  Faults  on  both 
Sides  ;  with  what  he  infinuates  in  the  proceeding  Page  ; 
That  the  Proprietaries  began,  and  have  carried  on  the  De¬ 
putes  that  have  fubfifted  upwards  of  Fifty  Years;  for  if  they 
began  them,  they  only  were  to  blame  did  ke  by  this  Con- 
ceffion  defign  to  palliate  Matters,  fo  as  to  be  able  to  blind 
his  headers,  and  make  them  believe  that  his  Views  were 

really  to  promote  Peace  ? — this  Artihce  is  too  thin  not  to  be 
feen  through.

But  we  are  to  believe  “  the  Caufe  is  radical,  interwoven 
in  the  ConUitution,  and  lo  becomes  of  the  very  Nature  of 
“  Proprietary  Governments  and  as  an  lllultration  thereof, 
we  are  told  that  “  Phyficians  fay  every  Animal  Body  brines

And  pray  let  me  alk  the  Gentleman,  whether  he  ha$  not  been 
able  to  dilcover  that  other  Governments  contain  Stamina 
equally  dettruclive  of  the  Being  r  Or  whether  he  is  of  opi¬ 
nion  that  the  Misfortune  of  being  uni  ted  to  fuch  fatal  Stami*- 
na  are  peculiar  only  to  thofe  of  the  Proprietary  Form  t 
Tho’  I  muft  cOnfefshe  would  have  acted  imprudently  if  he 
had,  as  that  would  have  fruftrated  the  Dehgn  fdr  which  the 
ingenious  Remark  was  made, 

Altho*  he  is  not  Philofopher  enough  to  develop  thofe 
Principles yet  if  he  can  make  People  believe  they  are  pecu¬ 
liar  to  Proprietary  Forms,  his  Point  will  be  gained ;  which  he 
endeavours  to  do  at  all  Events,  and  when  Arguments  fail, — * 
then  by  a  prophetick  Spirit,  we  are  aflured  “  they  are  all 
Fattening  to  an  End.”  1  fhould  be  glad  he  would  enquire 
of  his  Familiar ,  when  we  are  to  expect  it,  and  whether  by 
thofe  Means  which  his  Letter  is  calculated  to  promote  ?  By 
this  we  fhall  be  able  to  determine  what  Degree  of  Credit  is 
due  to  his  Revelation.

as  there  was  nothing  elfe  to  prevent  it.- — — “  Not  a  Magi- 
“  ttrate  dares  wag  a  Finger  towards  difcovering  or  appre- 
“  bending  the  Delinquents,  (we  mutt  not  call  them  Murderers)’* 
for  (he  might  have  added)  as  it  was  not  a  King's  Government , 
they  could  have  no  right  to  intermeddle.  u  They  afTemble 
**  again,  and  with  Arms  in  their  Hands,  approach  the  Capi- 
**  ul, — the  Government  truckles,  —  condefcends  to  cajole 

i€  them,— 
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**  them,*-*  and  drops  all  Profecutlon  of  their  Crimes,5*-^ 
feecaufe  it  was  not  a  Kings  Government.  Now  what  Man  iifc 
his  Senfes  would  decline  petitioning  for  a  Change  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  feeing  all  thole  Difturbances  are  the  Confequence  of 
being  under  Proprietaries?  For  were  we  under  the  Govern* 
ment  of  the  King f  his  very  Name ,  without  the  Afliftance  of 
Military  Force ,  would  quell  fuch  Rioters,  and  make  them 
Ihrink  into  Nothing. 

Such  are  the  Conclufions  to  which  our  Authors  Argu¬ 
ments  tend  — Who  can  confider  them  and  Hot  be  covinced  i

From  whence  proceed  thofe  Tumults  ?  Attend  to  our 
Author  and  you  will  be  informed; —  ct  The  People  who 
s<  think  themfelves  injured  in  Point  of  Property,  are  difcon- 
tf  tented  with  the  Government,  and  grow  turbulent ;  and 

the  Proprietaries  ufeing  the  Powers  of  Government  to 
**  procure  for  themfelves  Jultice  in  Points  of  Property,  ren* 
if  ^er  thofe  Powers  odious for  if  you  examine  this  Mat¬ 
ter,  you  will  find  that  People  of  captious  and  difhoneft  Prin¬ 
ciples,  never  fettle  in  any  Governments  under  the  King,  and 
of  Confequence  there  is  no  Neceffity  of  ufing  the  Powers  of 
Government  to  bring  fuch  to  Reafon.  Can  our  Author  view 
thofe  Infinuations  without  a  Blufh  ?  He  certainly  could  not 
have  been  ignorant  that  he  was  grofsly  mifreprefenting  Fadls*, 
which  it  was  impoffible  fhould  pafs  undete&ed. 

The  Proprietaries  fo  far  from  having  been  the  Occafio ff 
of  Uneafmefs  to  the  People,  as  to  flit  them  up  to  Infur- 
re&ions,  that  they  have  not  only  indulged  them  with 
the  moft  extenfive  Credit  for  their  Lands,  but  even  fuffered 
many  to  fit  down  upon  them,  who  never  entered  into  the 
leaf!  contrail  for  them,  and  they  have  been  afterwards  ad¬ 
mitted  to  become  Purchafers  on  the  very  Terms  that  thofe 
enjoyed,  who  had  fairly  agreed  for  their  Lands, — There  are 
even  Inflances  of  their  giving  up  their  Prbperty  for  the  Ser¬ 
vice  of  the  People this  will  appear  upon  examining  the 
Votes  of  Affembly  for  the  Year  1738,  where,  our  Author  mull 
have  read,  that  on  Occafion  of  a  Bill  for  renewing  and  remit- 

B  ,  ting 
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the  Paper  Money,  and  ftriking  a  further  Sum  to  be 
emitted  on  Loan,  by  which  the  Money  to  be  made  and  con¬ 
tinued,  was,  according  to  an  Ad  of  Parliament  of  the  6th  of 
Queen  Ann,  and  the  Tenor  of  the  Bill  itfelf,  to  pafs  at 
irly Pounds  Six  Shillings  and  Eight  Pence  Advance  up¬ 
on  One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling ,  altho'  at  the  fame  Time  the 
Exchange  between  the  Province  and  London  was  at  Seventy 
woun  s  Advan  e  per  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling  ;  and  the  People 
at  that  Time  indebt ed  to  the  Proprietaries  the  Sum  of  Eleven 
Thousand  Pounds  Sterling ,  which  according  to  Agreement 
was  to  be  paid  at  the  Rate  of  Exchange  fettled  by  the  afore¬ 
said  Ado!  Queen  Ann,  viz.  at  Thirty-three  and  one  Third 
per  Cent  Advance  :  General  Thomas  being  then  Governor. , 
xeiuled  to  pafs  the  Bill,  unlefs  fome  Provifion  was  made  to 
indemnify  the  Proprietaries  from  the  Lofs  they  mull  fullain  by 
receiving  their  Debts  at  Seventy  per  Cent .  Exchange,  in¬ 
stead  of  Thirty-three  and  one  Third ,  which  would  have  amount¬ 
ed  to  upwards  of  Four  Thouf and  Pounds.  This  the  AJfembly 
ior  fome  time  refufed,  until  Mr.  Thomas  Penn ,  one  of  the 
iroprietaries  then  here,  agreed  generoufly  to  give  up  above 
Fifteen  Hundred  Pounds ,  upon  their  having  allowed  him 
Tvselye  Hundred  Pounds ,  to  be  paid  in  a  fhort  Time,  and  One 

Hundred  and  Thirty  Pounds ,  per  Annum ,  for  Ten  Years. _ ■ 

As  a  Compohtion  for  larger  Sums  which  fhould  have  been 
paid  by  private  Perfons  many  Years  ago.” 

Other  Inflances  of  their  Generofity,  and  AfFe&ion  for 
^frr  eJ?P  e  are  not  wanting;  and  altho  we  are  told  that  “  the 
efence  of  a  Proprietary  Province  was  originally  looked 
*c  upon  as  the  Duty  of  the  Proprietaries  yet  we  find  that 
latterly  it  has  been  looked  upon  in  a  different  Light;  the 
Proprietary  Provinces  having  fhared  the  fame  Protedion  with

Will  not  thofe 
People  by  whom  they  are  in  Danger  of  being  turned  out, 
be  as  powerful  then  as  now  ?  Or  is  there  to  be  a  Claufe  in 
the  Nevo  Charter  prohibiting  a  Change  of  Members  ?  If  nei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  be  the  Cafe,  I  mult  conclude,  that  it  was  menti¬ 
oned  with  no  other  Defign  than  to  keep  up  the  Contention, 
In  order  to  promote  feme  Scheme,  not  for  the  Interefl  of 
the  Community. 

We  are  told  that  no  Injufice  will  be  done  the  Proprietaries, 
that  they  will  only  be  obliged  to  fulfil  a  Bargain  formerly 
made  with  the  Crovon ,  for  which  they  received  Part  of  the 
Confideration  ;  fo  that  nothing  remains  but  the  Payment  of 
the  Remainder  of  the  Sum  agreed  on,  and  the  Affair  is  fet¬ 
tled. - But  I  mull  beg  Leave  to  alk,  How  came  it  to  pals 

that  the  Crown  happened  to  forget  this  Bargain,  when  a 
few  Years  ago  it  made  the  Proprietaries  a  much  larger  Offer 
for  the  Government  than  the  Sum,  of  which  it  is  faid  a  Part 
Is  already  paid  ?  This  certainly  has  been  an  Overfight  in 
the  Minifry ,  from  a  Multiplicity  of  Bufmefs  :  Let  me  there¬ 
fore  propofe  that  a  fufficient  Sum  be  raifed  to  defray  the  Ex¬ 
pence  of  an  Embajj'y  to  England,  and  that  our  Author  be  en- 
gaged  to  undertake  the  Talk  of  negociating  the  Affair,  and 
reminding  the  Crovon  of  the  former  Bargain.—  This  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  worth  his  while,  as  the  Ministry,  from  Princi¬ 
ples  of  Gratitude ,  can  do  no  iefs  than  compliment  him  with

The  Proprietaries  of  Pennfylvania  have  afted  by  Content 
of  His  Majefly ,  and  under  the  Sandion  of  His  Orders  ;  and 
during  the  whole  Terms  of  their  Government,  have  taken 
every  Step  in  their  Power  to  preferve  and  defend  the  Province 
from  the  Ind  ians,  by  offering  Money  to  build  Forts ,  and  for 
the  Maintainame  of  Garrifons  ;  and  by  their  Governors,  have 
from  Time  to  Time  endeavoured  to  prevail  on  the  People 
to  put  themfeives  in  a  Poiiure  of  Defence  ;  and  no  Perfon  can 
be  Governor  of  this  Province  without  the  King's  Approbation, 

Massachusetts-Bay,  in  New-England,  alfo  loft  its 
Charter  in  King  Charles’s  arbitrary  Reigny  and  had  a  bet¬ 
ter  Conilitution  given  them  at  the  Revolution  y  therefore  th© 
Proprietaries  or  Pennjylvania ,  under  the  Aufpices  of  Georgs 
the  Third,  the  Father  of  His  People,  fhali,  for  having  com- 
plied  with  His  Majefly s  Instructions  and.  Award,  fo- 
lernnly  given  in  Council ,  be  deprived  of  their  Charter  without 
their  Content,  or  having  committed  any  Aft  by  which  it  is 
forfeited. —  Thus  having  pointed  out  the  RefemblanCe  of 
thofe  feveral  Proprietary  Provinces,  there  can  no  Doubt  re® 
main,  but  that  the  fame  Fate  will  attend  them  all. 

It  is  happy  for  the  People  who  are  under  the  Patronage 
of  fo  watchful  a  Guardian  as  our  Author,  that  no  Device  of 
their  Adverfaries,  however  artfully  d  fguifed,  can  efcape  his 
Penetration  ;  and  that  they  may  be  armed  at  all  Points,  every 
Artifice  calculated  for  their  Prejudice,  is  revealed  ;  as  well

and  the  Proprietary  Government  appear  fully  calculated  to  make 
them  happy,  and  thereby  the  Deiigns  of  ambitious  Men,  who 
love  to  fi fh  in  troubled  Water,  be  entirely  fruflrated. 

Another  Difcovery,  not  lefs  to  the  Honor  of  our  Au¬ 
thor  s  1  enetration  than  any  of  the  foregoing,  demands  our 

peculiar  Attention. - If  the  prefent  Projed  of  a  Change  of 

Government ,  is  not  pufhed  with  Vigour,  none  but  luch  as  are 
Friends  to  the  Proprietors  will  be  chofen  ;  this  may  eafily  be 
brought  about,  and,  as  the  Number  of  Members  are  not  very 
g]e<it,  you  may  find  a  Sufficiency  among  thofe  who  have  been 
ooliged  by  the  Proprietaries ,  either  in  Offices  conferred  by  them- 
felves,  or  procured  by  their  Inter  efi ,  of  others  :  —  Among  thofe 
our  /iuthoi  cannot  fail  of  a  good  Chance  for  Promotion  ;  his 

Gratitude  having  been  fo  confpicuous  as  to  merit  the  higheft 
En  couragement. 

However,  this  I  lot  mull  be  counteraded  at  all  Events  ; 
by  encouraging  the  PETITION ;  for  fhould  they  fucceed  io 
far  as  to  procure  a  Majority  of  Proprietary  Friends,  tho’  you 
may  thime,  that  if  they  uo  not  manage  agreeable  to  your  In¬ 
clinations,  you  will  turn  them  out,  as  you  will  have  an  Op¬ 
portunity  once  a  Year  to  do  it. - But  beware  of  trufting  to
